3. The status of the parent Application 08/754,580, filed Nov ember 21, 1996, needs to 
updated in the first line of the specification to reflect that this Application has now been patented 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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Claims 1-19 are indefinite for the language "capable of since such language defines a 
latent characteristic of the claimed invention, the metes and bounds of w hich are not clear. 



Double Patenting 

5 The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 

grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees.
